KrOKT    OK    DOCTOK    DAWSON,    ISSS  :     "  Mention  has  been  made  of  Williams  and 
Lightning  Creeks  only,  hut  there  are  many  other  locations  in  the  Cariboo  district  which 
have  yielded  much  gold  in  surface  or  shallow  diggings,  which,  it  is  believed  by  those 
best  able  to  form  an  opinion,  would  prove  rich  in  their  deep  ground,  if  properly  explored. 
Owing,  however,  to  the  grrat  cost  of  prospecting  and  of  suitable  machinery',  this  has 
not  yet  been  done.     Antler,  Cunningham,   Jack  of  Clubs,  Slough  Creek  and  Willow 
River  are  supposed  to  be  especially  promising,  and  attempts  are  now  being  made  to 
bottom  some  of  them." 
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
